Ro o sev elt, grinning, ga v e the 
letter to Atto rney General Biddle. 
Biddle, also grinning, gav e it to 
Arno ld. And Arno ld wro te Stim 
so n a letter which nearly raised 
the ro o f o f the War Department 
He pointed o ut that there was no 
use fighting Hitler if U. S. indus­ 
try was going to p r a c t i c e the 
same kind o f mo no po listic, cut­ 
thro at tactics as Nazi business. 
Tempo rarily , ho wev er, the War 
Department wo n o ut. The J ustice 
Department finally agreed to ho ld 
up pro secutio n o f certain cases, 
amo ng t h e m General Electric’s 
mo no po ly o f flo rescent lamps, o n 
the gro und that General Electric 
o fficials did no t hav e time to ap­ 
pear in co urt. 
They Fo und Time 
But suddenly Thurm an Arnold 
learned t h a t although General 
Electric did not have time to b e 
prosecuted, they did have time to 
prosecute on their own another 
company , High Grade Sy lvania, 
for a l l e ge d violation of G. E.’s 
monopoly of florescent lighting. 
So Arnold stepped into this pri­ 
vate legal b attle and asked that 
the government b e made a party 
to the suit. The effect of this was 
to contend that General Electric 
had no right to its patent monop- 


o ly , and that High Grade Sy lvania 
was entitled to manufacture flor­ 
escent lamps. 
Arno ld also told General Elec­ 
tric that he intended to i n d i c t 
them ev ery month. 
Nex t day, Arnold go t a phone 
call fro m the War Department. 
"We withdrew our ob jection to 
pro secuting General Electric,” was 
the o rder. 
General Electric h a d decided 
that it was b etter to face one gov­ 
ernment s u i t than to have the 
go v ernment intervene in its pri­ 
v ate suits. So it told its friend, 
the War Department, to throw in 
the sponge. 
Insiders consider it the m o s t 
significant anti - trust victory in 
so me time. 
White House Barracks 
As Cordell Hull looks out of 
the windows of his office, he sees 
trees b eing trucked away from the 
park just south of the State De­ 
partment. and a steam-shovel dig­ 
ging foundations for something. 
A kib itzer watching the steam- 
shovel shouted to the operator:

EASILY UPSET 
If there is o ne tag I dislike 
mo re than mo st it is the Bo y 
friend, 
Girl 
friend, 
especially 
when it is thro wn lightly at so me 
shy girl o r bo y who is gro ping 
to ward the meanings o f life. There 
are so me gro wn up peo ple who 
seemingly

A co mmo n no tio n o f the day 
seems to be that the girl in her 
early teens who is witho ut an 
attendant bo y is lacking in an 
essential 
human 
quality . 
This 
lack is summed up in a phrase, 
“ She isn’t po pular.” The bo y is 
mo re ro ughly handled when he 
is unattached. He’s a dud, a mis­ 
fit, a back-number and a zero . 
This is utter no nsense. Many 
healthy bo y s and girls, o ccupied 
by their scho o l wo rk, their ho me 
activ ities, so cial serv ices, mature 
perfectly and feel no lack o f co m­ 
panio nship in the casual meeting 
with, the o ppo site sex . That casual 
meeting, friendly and unattached, 
undemanding and genero us in the 
real spirit o f y o uth, is the best 
po ssible intro ductio n to the sex 
relatio nships that will fo llo w in 
po st ado lescence. 
EASILY DISTURBED 
Children in the early years of 
adolescence are greatly disturbed 
in mind and body because of the 
great changes that ai^ taking 
place within them. They are eas­ 
ily upset because their emotions 
are unstable, their control weak, 
their judgment clouded. The less 
emotional strain put upon them 
the healthier their outlook will 
be, the sounder their physical and 
spiritual beings. 
Most of these children, between 
the ages of 13 and 17 , are not 
ready for any concentration on 
sex. 
They are 
discovering 
it. 
They need gentle guidance, no 
pressure and a wholesome out­ 
look; need these badly, Anybody 
who prods them about the m atter 
is doing a mischief and ought to 
be ashamed of himself. 
Let the children alone as much 
as possible. If a boy carries a 
girl’s books home, let it go at 
that. 
Make no remarks. Treat 
the m atter casually and let the 
girl talk about it if she want to. 
Otherwise keep quiet. When the 
boy arrives home after delivering 
the books and waving a good-bye 
to the girl, let him alone too, and 
never mind the meaning smile and 
the 
inquiry 
about 
the 
“girl 
friend.” 
SUFFER IN SILENCE 
I have often wondered at the 
patience of children with grown 
jjp people. If one of them, prod­ 
ded by an unmannerly adult were 
to turn upon him and ask, "How’s 
the girl friend? I saw you snug­ 
gling up to her going down Lov­ 
er’s Lane last Wednesday,” how 
would he feel? It would serve 
him right. But the children are 
too good mannered; they suffer in 
silence. 
Boys and girls in early adoles­ 
cence are tender to the touch. 
Let them alone. When you can say 
a word of praise and encourage­ 
ment, say it. Say it if you have 
to strain a point to do so. But 
avoid all personalities such as 
inquiries about their friendships. 
It is bad manners, bad psychol­ 
ogy, bad guidance. It is an un­ 
friendly act, and there is a pen­ 
alty 
set on those who offend 
children. It has to do with a 
millstone, and it is real.

“It can ’t happen here.’*
